Washington.—Millions of years will 
elapse before the United States will 
su ffer a shortage of salt su ch as that 
reported recently at Cu enca, Ecu ador. 
It is estimated that 36,01V),(XX),000,- 
(XX) tons i» f salt, which wou ld last 
2,0OQ,(XX> years at the present rate of 
consu mption, are contained in a single 
<\ -posit u nderlying an area G50 miles 
long and abou t 2<x> miles wide in por­ 
tions 
o f Kansas. 
Ok lahoma, 
north­ 
western Texas and New Mexico. This 
K by far die largest k nown deposit in 
the world, 
and 
lias scarcely been 
tou ched except in Kansas, w lie re an 
extensive indu stry has h *en developed, 
j 
The shortage at Cu enca recalls the 
importance of salt in ancient times, 
j The Germ; ; s Ik fievid the presence of 
salt in the 
d gave It a pecu liarly 
sacred charn r ....... ] for salty streams 
they wou ld Wage v nr. 
Valu able in Ancient Times. 
For centu ries before the Christian 
era block s of salt were u sed by dis­ 
tricts of China bordering the ocean 
to pay revenu e to the Chinese ru lers. 
In China and Tibet the mineral vied 
with gold as 
a mediu m of exchange. 
Salt is n lu xu ry to some of the na­ 
tive tribes of Central Africa, particu ­ 
larly among the pygmies. Gifts of salt 
have made it possible for the white 
man to approach and stu dy these 
: ju ngle dwellers. 
Even the tu sk s of 
; elephants 
pygmies 
k ill, 
which 
are 
their prized possessions, are bu ried In 
the gr and u ntil they are traded 
fo r 
salt and tobacco. 
While some salt is produ ced by 
evaporation of sea water in localities 
along tho seaboard and in the vicinity 
of salt streams and lak es, most of ou r 
su pply is extracted from deposits in 
the earth. This is done either by forc­ 
ing water down holes reaching to the 
sr.lt beds and evaporating the brine 
which is forced u p and withdrawn, or 
by the systematic mining of the de­ 
posit. 
* - 
The most famou s mines are the Wie- 
liezk a mines in Oalacia. 
They virtu ­ 
ally constitu te an u ndergrou nd city 
with their 03 miles of galleries, tra­ 
versed by more than 30 miles of rail­ 
roads, and their monu ments, hou ses, 
chu rches, restau rants and railroad sta­ 
tions, all carved ou t of solid salt rock . 
Even the massive, artistically pat­ 
terned candeliers in nu merou s chapels 
and ballrooms are salt. There are su b­ 
terranean rivers and lak es. 
One of 
the 10 lak es is navigable and a boat 
is provided which visitors may hire. 
The mines have been in operation 
since the Thirteenth centu ry and a 
depth of 
1,200 feet has been reached. 
They ju stify their classification among 
the lesser wonders of the world. 
Of more than 7,000,000 tons of salt 
-odu ced annu ally In the United States, 
'Michigan, New York , Ohio, Kansas, 
end Lou isiana rank foremost. Michi­ 
gan Js slightly In the lead, with New 
York close on her heels. 
All of these 
states have deposits which show no in­ 
dication of exhau stion. 
New Y o r k ’s Su p p ly L arg e. 
The New York deposit alone will 
su pply the demand of this cou ntry for 
thou sands of years, althou gh extensive 
operations have been carried on for a 
centu ry. 
The deposit u nderlies an 
u rea of 2,000 squ are miles In the cen­ 
tral part of the stu te and is from 3 to 
318 feet thick . 
A lthou gh salt is u sed principally for 
cook ing and seasoning, It plays an im­ 
por ta nt 
part in the great world indu s­ 
tries 
L arge qu antities are consu med 
in m- at pack ing, fish cu ring, dairying, 
bak ing, r e frigeration, pottery glazing, 
in the enamel and pipe 
work s, in the 
silk and textile indu stries, in salting 
cattle, 
cu ring 
and 
tanning 
hides, 
m a k ing pick les, and in m any other in­ 
du stries. 
In the form of brine it is 
u sed in all chemicals containing a 
s odiu m base. 
Every 
living 
thing 
wou ld 
peri.sh 
withou t salt, and a qu antity is neces 
sary to good health. 
Every tissu e of 
the body has a small content of iodine, 
which may be su pplied or renewed by 
the consu mption of stilt. 
Before the invention of the cook pot 
and the establishment of the k itchen 
ou r primitive ancestors ate 
r a w meat 
In which was ample salt. 
The ani­ 
m a l s consu med salt, and their instinct 
directed them to salt water areas and 
ou tcropping salt deposits. 
Bu t the 
cook ing process destroyed a large per­ 
c e nta ge of the salt in meat and it be- 
came necessary for hu man consu mers 
to mak e u p the deficiency. 
Thu s the 
salt shak er fou nd its way to the dining 
table.
